LOCAL LABOURERS INAUGURATE NATIONAL SALMATION ASSOCIATION. 


The inaugural meeting of the Shanghai Labourers' 
National Salvation Association took place at 2 pm. on 
November 6 in the effice of the Shanghai General Labour Union 
in Mei Ka Locng 4G #& #, in the City. Several hundred 
persons representing various local organizations, including 
the Postal Workers' Union, the Printers' Union, Bhe Moter 
Car Chauffeurs' Union, etn., were present. 

The meeting resolved that Messrs. Lch Ching-tz,#RXt 
Chu Haueh-fan K -# $¢, and Chow Haueh-hsiang jf] -# s#f be elected 
aS members of the presidum; that 8&1 representatives from 
various labour unicns be eleated as members of the oxeoutive 
committee and that the following telegrams be sent outs- 

1) That General Chiang Kai-shek and military 
officers on the front be oomforted. 

2) That the Chinese Delegates to the Nine Powers! 
en at Brussels be urged to demand sanction§ against 
apan. 

3) That labourers titmroughout the country be 
urged to support the war of resistance.
